Expresses Grave Doubts 


That League Of Nations 
Will Survive Failure 


Blackburn, Lancashire, England.— 
Former Premier Ramsay MacDonald, 
referring in a speech here to the Lea- 
gue of Nations meetings at Geneva 
said: “We have just witnessed one of 
the most tragic failures British diplo- 
macy has ever met.” 

“It is doubtful whether the 
league will survive,” he continued. 
He said that Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
the foreign secretary, must tell par- 
liament and the country the whole 
story. Sir Austen had tried his “free 
hand” and had committed suicide by 
it, Mr. MacDonald asserted. 

In the opinion of the former labcr 
premier, Chamberlain and the Con- 
servative party had made a_e great 
blunder at Geneva, which had de- 
creased British prestige in Europe. 

“It was not long since,” he contin- 
ued, “that Great Britain stood well in 
the forefront‘ef European councils. 
Where are we today?” 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, it is under: 
stood, has not been in the best of 
health for the past few days. His 
work at Geneva greatly fatigued him, 
particularly that period prior to his 
return to London,

Mr. MacLean, in his motion, points

A question commonly asked the 
topographical surveyor is, “How far 
can you see with the telescope of your 
transit?” The question is really put 
in a rather bad form, as with the nak- 
ed eye, unassisted by a telescope, we 
can see stars in the sky which are mil- 
lions of miles from the earth. What 
is really meant is, “What is the far- 
thest distance at which yot-can detect 
certain details with your telescope?” 
for, as Is generally known, the duty 
of a telescopé is to make objects, ap- 
pear closer than they really are. thus, 
if 
through a telescope magnifying twenty 
times, it will appear as if only one- 
twentieth a mile distant. This 
property enables the surveyor to-read 
marks‘o0n his rods which would other- 
wise be invisible to him.

An extract from the report of a pro- 
fessional soccer game in an WPnglish 
paper says: “The crowd of 40,000 
cheered to the echo the men who were 
frustrating the efforts of the home 
team.” It's a way that English 
crowds have, whether they are watch- 
ing football or any other kind of game.

Jerer of Marquis, left off, his researches, 
jbeing extensively utilized. Season 
| by season the earlier ripening planrs 
jhave been sorted out and cultivated. 
assumed an 
ever-increasing importance until it was 
decided to rend out seed to the vart- 
ous experimental farms and subject it 
to various climatic conditions. In 
1924 there were innumerable cases 
where Garnet wheat escaped frost 
where Marquis was nipped, particu- 
larly in Northern Manitoba. In 1925 
Garnet wheat was grown on about one 
hundred selected farms in Western 
Canada and its record is one which 
augurs well for the future of the 
prairies, In Southérn Alberta, Gar- 
jnet wheat ripened and was threshed 
long before: the first temporary snow- 
ifall came, and was quite ahead ot 
Marquis. The experience was the 
same in Manitoba, where, at Morden 
and Dauphin, Garnet wheat was ready 
for the binder when Marquis had still 
ten days or more to go, and bore rust 
which had the possibility of great tn- 
| jury. 

Many additional advantages the new 
wheat possesses, which will make it 
very desirable to farmers and others, 
{are pointed out. It matures earlier 
than efther wild oats or sow thistle, 
so that it would be cut before these 
‘had gone to seed. All farmers grow- 
\ing wheat on a large scale, by devot- 
ing half their wheat land to Garnet, 
will probably be able to save them- 
selves the cost of at least one binder, 
it being possible to cut and stook the 
|Garnet before the Marquis wheat will 
| be ready. From a national point of 
jview the harvest should be ten days 
learlier, benefitting the grain move- 
ment to a certain extent, and making 
|the lake route available this much 
| longer:

| the highest milling and baking wheats, 
/@ fact satisfactorily established by

‘viding these are satisfactory, the Fed- 
‘eral Government will proceed to dis- 
{tribute the Garnet seed. There is In 
existence about 12,000 bushels, and it 
{will be distributed in very small lots, 
|probably ten bushels to a farmer. This 
|may possibly be the first stage of a 
jnew wheat revolution and the opening 
jof a new era of wheat growing in 
Western Canada.
